Giraud has long been regarded 
as one of the most able French 
military leader$ and an unrivaled 
expert on North Africa. At the 
time he escaped from Germany 
last April, General Charles De- 
Gaulle, leader of the Fighting | 
French Forces, attested to his | 
standing by declaring that he 
would be willing to serve under 
Giraud. 

After Giraud escaped, the Ger- 
mans offered a reward of 100,000 
marks or about $40,000 for his re- 
capture. His whereabouts had not 
been disclosed since last summer, 
when he was still in France, until 
he was reported yesterday to be | 
in North Africa. | 

A Washington report said that 
Giraud, a 63-year-old | 
leader beloved and respected by 
French troops and civilians alike, | 
would command all the French 
forces in Africa that switched to 
the Allies’ side. 

Wily Old Soldier. 

The wily old soldier with tufted 
white brows and mustache thus is 
doing just what he did in the first 
World War—escaping to fight 
again against the Boche.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—(AP)—President Roosevelt has 
notified the Bey of Tunis that the American armed forces 
in North Africa hope to pass through French Tunisia, appa- 
rently to strike eastward toward the Axis forces now retreat- 


ing from Egypt. 


The White House disclosed to-| 


Gay that the message had been de- 
livered Saturday night to the Bey, 
Sidi Moncef Pacha, and that it as- 
Sserted at one point: 

“The indomitable and massive 
American armed forces which |! 
am dispatching to North Africa in 
collaboration with the forces of 
France, will cooperate with you 
in the defense of your country. 
They have no other aim than the 
early destruction of our common 
enemies. 

Forces of Evil. 

“They and their Allies hope for 
the great privilege of passage 
through Tunisia, thus enabling 
them to accomplish their mission 
—the elimination of the forces of 
evil from North Africa.” 

Informed sources, meanwhile, 
said the Bey was engaged in a 
controversy with Vichy authori- 


lying between Algiers, which 
American troops already have en- 
tered, and Italian-controlled Libya. 
The Bey is the nominal governor 
of Tunisia. 

The message to him was trans- 
mitted through Admiral Jean 
Pierre Esteva, French resident 
genera! at Tunis. 

While the chief executive’s mes- 
Sage was couched in friendly, po- 
lite terms, it could be regarded as 
a sort of ultimatum to let United 
States forces go through Tunisia. 

There was no explanation of the 
President’s reference to collabora- 
tion with the forces of France, al- 
though this government has ap- 
pealed to the French to co-operate 
with the American troops toward 
the ultimate goal_of freeing the 
French colonies from the threat of 
the Axis.

Civilian Beef Quota 
Cut 10 Per Cent To 


Provide for Army 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—The Office of Price Administra- 
tion reduced by ten per cent today the quota of beef for 
civilian consumption during the October 1-December 3] 
quarter in order to provide more beef for the armed services 
and lend-lease. 
| OPA said the armed forces and | 
lend-lease were not now receiving 
sufficient beef to meet their re- 
quirements. 

In its action today, OPA ordered 
slaughter houses to reduce their 


deliveries of beef for civilian use 
to 70 per cent of deliveries during 
the final quarter of 1941. It said 
the action was recommended by 
the War Production Board’s food 
requirements committee, headed 
by Sccretary of Agriculture 
Wickard. 


Paul M. O’Leary, deputy OPA 
administrator, said it was up to 
the meat industry and the public 
to see that meat allowed for ci- 
vilians was distributed uniformly 
so that available supplies “may be 
shared fairly and equitably by 
everyone.” 

“Otherwise,” O’Leary said, 
“there is danger that the shift will 
leave the meat counters of retail 
throughout the United 
States bare of such meat over the 
Christmas holidays.”

Taking it for granted the full objective 
in the African campaigns will be realized, 
which is to absolutely annihilate the Axis 
armies on that continent, it is not too much 
to say that this achievement will be the turn- 
ing point of the entire war. 


The potentialities involved are So numerous 
and so far-reaching as to be staggering in 
the project opened up. Remember, Winston 
Churchill has always said that Africa holds 
the key to victory over the Axis in Europe. Re- 
cent events fully justify that belief and the 
vast amounts of equipment and the numbers 
of men sent to Egypt by the Allied Nations. 


The first result which would follow complete 
control of the African céast by the Allies would 
be to reopen the Mediaterranean as the life- 
line of supply to the Middle and Far East. 
That would be tantamount to increasing the 
amount of shipping available to the Allies by 
millions of tons. For it would make unneces- 
sary the long journey around the Cape, per- 
mitting each cargo vessel to make two or more 
trips if the time now required for one. 


Secondly, there 1s a strong possibility that, 
after French Africa is taken over by our 
forces, a new, pro-Ally French government will 
be established, with headquarters in Northern 
Africa. This would represent the true spirit 
of France, relegating the Vichy stooges for 


Hitler to their rightful and ignominious place. | 


It could, also, bring all of Colonial France ac- 
tively into the war with the Allied Nations. 
With de Gaulle and Giraud as the men around 
whom true Frencnmen, the world over, would 
rally. 

Thirdly, there is good grounds to believe 
that. once the Allies have established full con- 
trol of the southern coast of the Mediterranean, 
Italy would easily be knocked completely out 
of the war With Allied air bases along the 
African coast, Italian ports, industries and 
cities would be subject to devastating attack 
from the air. The Italian people have never 
liked this war, have resented their alliance with 
Germany, the hereditary enemy. The “stab 
in the back” which put Italy into war on the 
Axis side was entirely the work of Mussolini, 
the jabbering jackal who is now reported on 
the verge of jittering insanity. The reason 
Italian troops have proven so pitiful as fight- 
ers in this war is solely because their hearts 
are not in it. Men do not fight for a cause in 
which they do not believe. 

Fourth, result of the African victory could 
well be the definite alignment of the entire 
Moslem world on the side of the Allies. Turkey 
has been watching to see which way the scales 
of victory will tip. All followers of Mohammed 
in the Middle East have been watching and 
waiting, too. The ignominious rout of Rom- 
mel's armies will hdaVe_greater psychological 
effect upon the Moslems than on any othefgs. 

Fifth, the African rout has forever smashed 
the remnants of that myth of Nazi invincibility 
in battle. There wasn’t much left of it after 
the way the Russians have fought to a Sstand- 
still the best that Hitler could bring against 
them. What little of that myth was left, has 
died on the desert sands of Egypt and Libya. 
It was, after all, founded on nothing more than 
superior numbers of men and greater weight 
of equipment. 

Sixth, the Allies are now in position, by 
invading Europe through the Balkans, to smash 
into the flank of Hitler’s supply line for his 
Caucasian and Russian campaigns, 


Throughout history, the destiny of the Eu- 
ropean world has ebbed and flowed around the 
shores of the Mediterranean. So, in this war, 
the blind spot in German global strategy has 
been failure to fully grasp the strategic value 
of the Mediterranean. Hitler can’t, now, wipe 
away the enormous Significance of the Allied 
victories with With Mediterranean 
control gone, it means he must now fight a 
hopeless, defense war, vulnerable around the 
whole perimeter of his continental holdings. 
He cannot know where the next blow will fall. 
He can be slashed to exhaustion by air from

Mexican Economics 

Further evidence that Mexico is making 
progress is seen in the establishment by Presi- 
dent Camacho of a new board of economic 
warfare to mobilize all productive factors to a 
maximum output. The avowed purpose of the 
board, known as the Office of Co-ordination 
and Promotion of Production, %s to help Mexico 
to comply with her promises for continental 
soliddrity by extending all possible economic 
aid to her allies. 

But perhaps the most significant thing 
about the settingyup of this agency, which 
differs from certain similar organizations Set 
up in this country as emergency devices be- 
cause of the war, is that it is looking very much 
ahead. The board is not only interested in the 
important immediate problems, but in the long- 
term development which will aid Mexico to 
emerge from the war a more self-sufficient 
economic unit. By thus becoming strong, it 
will strengthen the entire coalition of Ameri- 
can republics. 

For American capital, there is encourage- 
ment also in the fact the board has gone on 
record as stating it does not wish nor pretend 
to wish to transform the industries of the re- 
public, but to create all the industries which 
will be considered necessary for the wellbeing 
of the country, especially those of a basic and 
permanent character. And for these, it went 
on to say, private capital will be invited to 
invest and to produce well toward the end of 
creating a great national industry.

October Shipbuilding 

Figures recently released by the Maritime 
Commission on the production of American 
shipyards in October give a, hopeful picture 
of things to come in this vital phase of the 
war effort. During that month, the ship- 
yards of America delivered 81 cargo vessels. 
These aggregated 890,700 deadweight tons. 
Which is a lot of tonnage and a lot of ships. 

Interesting to note, however, is the fact 
these deliveries fell 12 vessels short of Sep- 
tember’s record-breaking production. But there 
is reasonable explanation. The Commission 
pointed out the decrease resulted from tempo- 
rary diversion of a considerable amount of 
merchant shipbuilding capacity to emergency 
construction of special craft for the armed 
forces. | 

As for the over-all picture of ship produc- 
tion, the 81 vessels brought the year’s mer- 
chant ship production to approximately 6,000,- 
000 deadweight tons, which is but 2,000,000 tons 
off the goal for the entire year.

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WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
ROMMEL DOOMED WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Any remain- 


ing doubt as to the fate of Rommel’s 
army has been definitely removed by the spectacular landing of 
American forces in French Africa. 

It may now be assumed that the note of caution sounded last 
week by President Roosevelt and Secrétary of 
the Navy Knox against overoptimism on the 
British victory was purposely designed to de- 
ceive the Axis as to our plans. 
had a right to feel that if our invasion was 
successful the Nazi Africa Korps was finished. 

How Rommel’s army can now escape com- 
plete annihilation or capture at the hands of 
General Montgomery’s imperial forces is some- 
thing that is difficult to see. 
the Germans been put to flight in a disorgan- 
ized rout by the hard-pressing British, but there 
is another great army made up of Americans 
and Free French waiting at Lake Chad, on the 
interior of Africa, to put the finishing touches 
on the fleeing Nazis. 

Our own military officials refuse to discuss 
this force in any manner—what it is there for, 
where it is supposed to strike, or how exten-

based on reports coming out of the Nazi lookout post at Dakar, the 
Army of Americans and Free French is equal to the entire British 
Once it strikes across the desert to join 
forces with the British in the attack on the defeated Rommel, the 
jig most certainly should be up for the Axis in Africa.

ONE WORD MORE

NOV. 10, 1775 Things in the colonies were moving fast. In 

December of 1773 the boys in Boston dressed 
up in Indian clothes and went down to dump a shipload of British 
tea in the harbor. They were shouting, “No taxation without 
representation.” It was a good, sound slogan. 

In 1774 the Continental congress was meeting 
here and there, often just a jump ahead of the 
redcoats. It met in Philadelphia, in Baltimore, 
in Lancaster and York, Pa. It met at Prince- 
ton, in Trenton and in New York. 

It was on November 10 that they talked it 
over and said there was bound to be trouble. 
And of course if there was to be trouble, as 
there was sure to be, they wanted to have 
some Marines around. An Army and a Navy 
would be necessary, of course, but first off 
they had to have some Marines. (Very sensible 
men, the members of the Continental congress.) 

So, on that day, they officially created a 
Corps of Marines and opened up recruiting 
offices in the bar of a tavern. The American 
Revolution was very literally made in taverns. 
Almost all the secret meetings were in the 
upstairs rooms of taverns. So the recruiting 
office for the Marines was not unusual. 

They got the most daring of the old sea dogs and the young 
men who wanted adventure. 

Later on, in the spring, there was fighting at Concord and at 
Lexington, both of them small clashes between farmers and the 
British soldiers. That was in April. 

Later on was to come the Declaration of Independence and the 
writing of the Constitution of the United States of America. : 

Well before that the Marines had been fighting for that country. 


IN MAY, 1775 They were fighting with Arnold, before he 

became an appeaser and a traitor, in the battles 
on Lake Champlain and again on board the sloops in New Eng- 
land’s waters. This was as early as May, 1775. 

In November two battalions were formally organized and they 
sailed off to fight in the Bahamas, a year before this was a nation. 

They protected Washington’s retreat on land and they were 
then, as today, aboard all the larger vessels of the Navy. They 
were with John Paul Jones in his great sea victories. 

In fact, it was the esprit de corps of the Marine Corps which 
contributed so largely to the spirit of the Revolutionary Navy. Even 
then they were shouting, “Bring ’em on!” 

In 1798 the corps was reorganized along the lines of the Royal 
Marines of Great Britain. They fought in the naval war with 
France, 1799-1801, an almost forgotten war. 

It was then they began to be known as great rifle shots. Climbe- 
ing high in the rigging of the ships, the sharpshooters would pick 
off the officers in the enemy ships and also kill off the gunners. 
(Ever since records began to be kept, the riflemen of the Marine 
Corps have held almost all the world’s records in rifle competi- 
tion. They do so today.) 

Soon after they were with Stephen Decatur fighting the Bar- 
bary pirates. 

In 1805 they marched several hundred miles across the African 
desert, where the English now are chasing Rommel’s men, and 
raised the American flag at the Fortress of Derna ... the first 
time the flag of this country ever took the breeze in the Old World. 

They fought Indians in Florida (two corps marched from Au- 
gusta to Columbus, Ga., on one of those missions); the pirates of 
the West Indies; the.natives in the Solomon and Fiji islands, where 
= troops are today, because American crews had been murdered 

ere. 

They were in Mexico and were part of the troops which Robert 
E. Lee helped command in the storming of Chapultepec castle at 
Mexico City. 8s 

They were with Perry when he opened the door to Japan. 


JOHN BROWN’S BODY It was the Marines they called on 
to go to Harper's Ferry, where John 
Brown had captured the arsenal. 

A young captain named Robert E. Lee, and his young lieutenant, 
J. E, B. (Beauty) Stuart, later to become very well known in south- 
ern and northern circles, were in command that day. 

Later on the Marines protected the retreat from Bull’s Run and 
prevented an absolute rout. 

From the conclusion of that unfortunate war, to the Spanish- 
American War, they fought in Korea, China, Formosa, and again 
were back in Africa, fighting in the region of Alexandria. 

Well does their hymn say: 

“We have fought in every clime and place where we could take 
a gun.” 

They were invaluable in the Spanish-American War; they were 
in the Boxer rebellion in 1900; they were in South America and 
the East Indies. 

Since the turn of the century only one year, 1913, has seen them 
idle. The Amy and Navy got vacations—not the Marines. 

That's a bare outline. The corps and its, history is written in 
all the warp and woof that is the fabric of this nation. They are 
at it again in this war, fighting at Wake Island, at Midway, and 
again thrilling the nation at Guadalcanal. 

They will turn up again, as the news turns up fighting on ship 
and on land and in plane. 

Their motto isn’t a bad one... Semper Fidelis... “Always 
Faithful.” 

And when one is discharged, the paper reads, “Fidelis certa 
merces” .,. “To the faithful, reward is certain.” 

They come off Parris Island indoctrinated, believing In them- 
selves and the words of their hymn. 

And when you are around where it’s being sung or played, take 
off your hat, mister. The corps is 167 years old and going strong.

‘States Marine Corps officers has 
a long blade, slightly curved. It is 
a fighting man’s sword, food for 
the slashing cut or a deadly thrust 
|—whichever is best in the judg- 
ment of the brain that drives the 
hand that grips the ivory hilt. Ex- 
'perts in weapons say it is the di- 
‘rect descendant of swords carried 
by the Assyrians as far back as 
1325 A. D. In the course of time it 
was adopted by the .

From Tripoli 


That sword came into the Unit- 
ed States Marine Corps in the war 
| with Tripoli, which began May 10, 

1801, exactly 24 years and seven 
months to the day after the Ma- 
rine Corps was founded by the 
‘Continental Congress, November 
(10, 1775, which was eight months 
before the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was even written, let 
alone signed. 

The war with Tripoli is also 
‘known as the war against the Bar- 
bary pirates. Those pirates roved 
the Mediterranean, Fierce fight- 
ers, they boarded and _ captured 
American merchant. ships, en- 
slaved American seamen. Euro- 
pean nations paid them tribute to 
protect their ships. Stephen De- 
catur’s words still last as he start- 
ed for them with sailors of the 
United States Navy and _ with 
United States Marines: “Millions 
for defense, but not one cent for 
tribute!” a 

A small American fleet sailed 
into the Mediterranean and was 
already blocking Tripoli, the sea- 
‘port capital of the Pasha Yusuf 
when the idea was born that the 
‘Americans had another ace to 
play. They wqad find Hamet 
Karamali, who was the rightful 
ruler of Tripoli, and put him on 
his throne. 

A tiny expeditionary force was 
organized for the campaign against 
Derna. Lieutenant Presley N. 
O'Bannon of the United States 
Marines, with a sergeant and six 
privates of the Marine Corps, 
eight leathernecks in all, formed 
the backbone of that little force. 
They rounded up 38 Greeks and 
a motley array of some 300 Arabs. 
They set out from Egypt across 
the desert to Derna 600 miles 
away. It was one of the great 
'marches of history. Their hard- 
ships, their sufferings, were in- 
tense. Several times the Arabs 
were on the verge of mutiny. But 
those eight Marines, first by per- 
suasion, then by a show of force, 
| held them in line and at last on 
|April 25, 1802, they came out of 
the desert and camped on a little 
‘hill overlooking Derna. The town 
was defended by 800 Barbary pi- 
rates. 


Marines in the Lead 


| Lieutenant O’Bannon and his 
eight Marines were in the lead. 
They stormed over the walls of 
the harbor fort, fighting like de- 
mons. They carried the Stars and 
Stripes with them. They hauled 
down the pirate flag of Tripoli. 
They hoisted the Stars and Stripes. 
to the peak of the staff. In the| 
meantime peace had been made) 
with Tripoli and the little Ameri- 
can fleet sailed home. | 

Lieutenant Presley N. O'Bannon 
‘of the United States Marines came 
sailing home wearing a proud gift. 
‘It was the ivory-hilted, dama- 
‘scened officer’s sword Hamet 
Karameli had worn while serving 
with the Mameluke cavalry. 
| “Jt is a fighting man’s sword,” 
said Hamet Karamali as he laid it 
in Lieutenant O’Bannon’s hands, 
“I give it to the greatest fighting 
man I ever knew.” 

The United States Marine Corps 
immediately adopted the “Old 
Mameluke” as the sword for all 
its officers. The art of making 
‘that sword survives only in the 
United States today.

WAYCROSS, Ga., Nov. 9.—(”) 
Twenty-one days adrift in a life- 
boat clad only in his underwear,

Dixon, on a 20-day leave after 
a week in a hospital in an east 
coast port, related how the ship

the Atlantic. 


He was preparing to go to bed |

A general auditing of files of 
Georgia’s 188 local draft boards 
is now in progress to determine 
if classifications are correct and 
if reclassification is necessary in 
some cases, it was disclosed last 
night by Lieutenant Colonel] Clift 
M. Hatcher, assistant state direc- 
tor of selective service. 

As a preliminary measure, 
Hatcher said records of Jenkins, 
Forsyth, and Bryan counties al- 
ready had been audited, the latter

Nothing in the way of favor-

Stopped cold on the ground, he was sensational 
through the air.

He kicked off, 
punted, ran, passed and played brilliantly on defense. 
His passing was beautiful, and although he never 
succeeded in breaking loose for a long canter, it was 
easy to see from the swing of his shoulders and the 
drive in his legs what a demon he must be when his 
mates shake him loose.” 

Cunningham wrote, in the introductory paragraph of his 
diatribe about Georgia—conceived for publicity purposes 
only—that he comes up with a gripe every year.

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2 LL. Beavers, 
Former Chief 
Of Police, Dies 


Veteran Officer Had 
Been in. Ill Health for 
Last Year. 


Death yesterday ended the col- 
orful career of James L. Beavers, 
a Georgia farm boy who aspired 
to be a policeman and who made 


that dream come true as he ad- 
vanced through the ranks of At- 
lanta police to the seat as chief. 
He also served as president of the 
International Association of Police 
Chiefs. 

The veteran officer, 66 years of 
age when he retired on January 
26, 1932, had been in failing health 
for the last year. He was taken 
seriously ill six weeks ago and 
death came early yesterday morn- 
ing at a private hospital. 

Chief Beavers was born in Clay- 
ton county on February 19, 1866, 
the son of George W. and Seppie 
Lasseter Beavers. He spent his 
early life on the family farm and 
then came to Atlanta and entered 
the grocery business. Two years 
later he succumbed to a boyhood 
ambition to be a policeman, join- 
ing the Atlanta police force as a 
patrolman. 

Advances Rank. 


After 10 years of “pounding 
pavements” and all the prosaic 
and adventurous duties that mark 
the career of a “cop,” Patrolman 
Beavers became a sergeant. He 
later was advanced to the rank of 
captain, and on August 11, 1911, 
took office as chief. 

Chief Beavers came to head the 
police department at an especially 
trying fime. Atlanta, in common 
with most other cities of the Unit- 
ed States, was in the process of a 
significant social change. Vice,

Opposition Crops Up. 

Opposition cropped up from 
many quarters and numerous 
charges were hurled against the 
new chief in 1912. After four 
stormy years, Chief Beavers was 
ousted from office by the police 
board. He carried the case to 
courts and, after a long and in- 
volved legal struggle, was judicial- 
ly vindicated and reinstated on 
November 8, 1917. 

Chief Beavers himself attributed 
the charges against him to his 
fight on commercialized vice; those 
who opposed him were equally as 
emphatic he was “incompetent.” 

After his victory in courts, he 
continued his tenure of office with 
no more opposition than is custo- 
mary in connection with such po- 
sitions. In conduct of his office 
he won many friends and obtained 
international recognition in the 
International Association of Police 
Chiefs, 

Issues Gun Order. 

Chief Beavers was secretary of 
the international association for 
two years and was president in 
1928-29. The organization held its 
convention here in 1929 as a 
tribute to the veteran chief. 

He often voiced the philosophy 
of enforcing laws with as much 
humanity and consideration of per- 
sons affected as possible. 
example of this attitude, he issued 
an order in 1929 instructing police- 
men to use their guns only when 
absolutely necessary. 

The order followed a number of 
shooting episodes, some fatal, in 
connection with the _ prohibition 
enforcement in various parts of 
the country. In his order, Chief 
Beavers specifically disapproved 
of the use of firearms in connec- 
tion with suspected prohibition 
violations.

S. Brown, director .of the Agricul- 
tural Extension Service, an- 
nounced today the publication of 
an eight-page circular on ‘How to 
Grow Tobacco Plant:” and pointe | 
out that it is being made available 
to all tobacco farmers in the state 
through county extension agents.
